great scarcity of bone fertilizer. 
People put two or three tim es more 
sugar into their tea and’ coffee than 
can be dissolved and what is left is 
wasted. 
This country is very short 
on sugar. There is also a great waste 
in 
potatoes, 
especially in 
peeling 
them , as the best part of the potato 
Is next to the skin. If a potato is held 
up to the light a ring will be seen 
around which is gathered the mineral 
m atter. 
W asts From Peeling 
Peeling often causes 
twenty 
per 
cent waste. The best way to cook po­ 
tatoes is to boil them In their jackets 
and let the rest of the family have 
some of the work. Don’t put potatoes 
to c o o k in cold water as the protein 
is largely destroyed, said the commis­ 
sioner. 
The speaker said that there was no 
reason why every woman should not 
bake good 
bread, 
which caused 
a 
smile to go about the room, as some 
housewives remembered their sad ex­ 
periences In making the staff of life. 
Many dollars would thereby be saved 
and better bread obtained.

OF COAL TRADE 
BTU. S. URGED 


Gambling Charged As Revo­ 
lutionary Recommendations 
Made By Trade Board 


WASHINGTON, 
June 20.—Drastic 
w artim e 
government 
control 
was 
urged for coal, coke and transporta­ 
tion by the Federal Trade Commission 
today as the only adequate remedies 
for an alarm ing coal price and supply 
situation. 
The recommendations are 
the most revolutionary of their kind 
ever subm itted by the commission. 
Complying 
with 
congressional re­ 
quests for a coal probe, the commis­ 
sion pointed out that the coal situa­ 
tion threatens industries and individ­ 
uals and recommended: 
Government Pool Urged 
“First, that the production and dis­ 
tribution of coal and coke be conduct­ 
ed through a pool in the hands of a 
governm ent agency; that the coal pro­ 
ducers of various grades of fuel be 
paid their full cost of production, plus 
uniform profit per ton (with due al­ 
lowance of quality of product and ef­ 
ficiency of service; and, 
“Second, 
that 
the 
transportation 
agencies of the United States, both 
rail and water, be similarly pooled and 
operated on government account un­ 
der direction of the President and that 
all such means of transportation be 
operated as a unit, the owning corpor­ 
ations being paid a just and fair com­ 
pensation which would cover normal 
net profit, upkeep and betterm ents.’’ 
Against Recruiting Miners 
In addition to those 
main 
recom­ 
m endations the commission 
advised 
against recruiting 
miners 
for 
the 
arm y, pointing out 
that 
uncertain 
labor conditions have already tended 
to disorganize the industry at a criti­ 
cal time. 
In brief the commission finds that 
while anthracite production has been 
stim ulated, uncertainty of transporta­ 
tion—lack of cars, chiefly—plus un 
certainties in bituminous production, 
have offset the increase. Gambling in 
coal has been going on and in order to 
m eet the shortage in bituminous coal 
many industries have used anthracite 
in steam ing sizes, thus lowering the 
output of domestic sizes.
